Ladies Auxilary

Over'fifty farmers gathered at 
the Ross Walker farm Wednesday 
afternoon of last week to see a 
demonstration of the T & T 2,4-D 
duster, arranged by Roy Walker, 
local agent. 

The small machine, attached to 
tractor, sprayed 2,4-D ester dust 
over a weed Infested field, with its 
alteration • being explained by a 
company representative. 

Ester is a certain kind of 2,4-D 
dust particularly suited to Alberta 
grain growing conditions and is 
very fast acting, penetrating g leaf 
within fifteen minutes’ after appli¬ 
cation. The results are noticeable 
in about a week’s time and a very 
effective weed kill is obtained, ac¬ 
cording to those who have seen 
the results. 

A significant result of 2,4-D ap¬ 
plication, whether by dust or 
sprayer, is a tremendous possible 
cut in the tinqe and cost of farm 
operations. Instead of cultivating 
the stubble land after harvest, as 
is often done, 2,4-D is applied 
with beneficial results. The oper¬ 
ation itself is quicker and by leav¬ 
ing the stubble unturned soil er¬

An interesting picture was 
brought into the Advocate office 
this week' by Harry Adams, one 
of the oldtimers of the district. 

Taken in a grainfield near Ad¬ 
ams. Oregon, in 1893. it shows the 
forerunner of the modern combine 
In action. Differing greatly, ot 
course, from the modern self- pro¬ 
pelled machine, this particular 
combine had no engine and the 
motive power was supplied by 36 
head of mules, driven six a beast 
Power for the cutting and separa¬ 
ting operations was furnished by 
a bull-wheel and the wheat was 
sacked as it came from the 
separator. 

A crew ’of five men was re¬ 
quired to operate the machine 
which, in its day, was considered 
to be the ultimate in grain harvest¬ 
ers. The driver sat on /in elevated 
platform at the front of the com¬ 
bine. controlling his 36 mules by 
two reins aatached to the leading 
mules. Supervision of the separa¬ 
tor required the services of two 
men and another two men were 
kept busy sewing up the open 
ends of the sacks of grain as they 
were filled. 

The particular combine in the 
picture was operated by Mr. Adams 
and could harvest up to 60 acres 
ot grain a day.

Now that 
frozen products have been devel¬ 
oped to such a high standard more 
of them are being put up. 

Every year there is a growing 
appreciation of the high quality 
and fresh flavour of property pre¬ 
pared frozen fruits and vegetables, 
says W. R. Phillips, Division of 
Horticulture, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, Ont. 

Home canning involves longer 
cooking, more precise sterilizing 
and other procedures not required

are being made which cesult in 
failure.” 

One common error is that the 
blanching of vegetables is not done 
properly. The blanching process 
consists Of immersing the vege¬ 
tables in boiling water or exposing 
them to steam for a short Interval. 

Under-blanching results in objec¬ 
tionable flavours and over-blanch¬ 
ing produces a cooked product 
which may also be objectionable. 

Different vegetables require dif¬ 
ferent blanching times, hence the 
instructions should be carefully 
studied. 

Freshness of raw product is 
also important. If fruits, and 
particularly vegetables, are held 
too long before freezing much of 
the original fresh flavour is lost. 

Freezing as soon as possible after 
harvest results in better tasting 
food accompanied with higher 
nutrition value. Thus a definite 
advantage is gained by obtaining 
fresh garden produce directly from 
the grower or, better still, using 
that which has been grown In 
your own garden. 

When the fruits and vegetables 
we in freezer they. are inclined 
to lose moisture and become dry 
or shrivelled. The best means of 
controlling this is to use packages 
which yill prevent moisture loss. 

Heavy wax, cellophane, rubber-like 
compounds and other materials are 
usually found adequate. 

Having taken the precautions 
mentioned the only important 
precaution is to freeze promptly 
and hold at zero or lower temper¬ 
atures; It is frequently thought 
that just holding the product in 
the frozen state is sufficient. Divi¬ 
dends in the form of high quality 
and better appearance will result 
from ' zero or lower holding 
temperatures.

“So and 
so” is good at canvassing, the committee remembers and “So and so” is 
put down for canvassing. "Mrs. Whoslt” is good as secretary so "Mrs. 
Whosit" finds herself as secretary of four or five organizations. 

We wonder why the same people are always stuck with hard Jobs 
why he couldn’t do another job well. If he’s secretary of one organization 
and often for the same Jobs. If a man is good at one job there’s no reason 
and does a good job of it why saddle him with the same job for every 
other organization to which he belongs? Why ride a good horse to death? 
Give new people in town a chance to show what they can do for It and 
give the ones who've had the chores something different to do or give 
them a rest, and above all—give them credit for the work they’ve done.

By foundation planting is meant 
the plant materials around the base 
of 'the house to create more pleas¬ 
ing appearance when viewed from 
the street. "rt>e purpose of such 
plants is to olend the foundation 
of the house to the ground; to soft¬ 
en corners and ugly foundation 
lines; to frame entrances;' break 
up bare expanses of wall and to 
draw attention to .good points of 
architecture, says R. W. Oliver, 
Division of Hoticulture, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

Evergreens have more dense fol¬ 
iage and distinct shape* than de¬ 
ciduous shrubs, which means that 
an evergreen planting is more de¬ 
finite in outline. Consequently it 
tends to draw attention to the 
parts of the building near which 
evergreens are planted, rather than 
to have the softening effect for 
which deciduous shrubs are valu¬ 
able. 

The place of evergreens, there-’ 
fore, is around the base of houses 
of attractive architectural design, 
where the planting is. not required 
to hide a high concrete foundation. 
The definite shapes of the ever¬ 
greens act as accents to mark cor¬ 
ners and to frame doors and win¬ 
dows, to flank steps or to sprawl 
over the ground beneath windows. 

In selecting varieties it should be 
remembered that it is the nature 
of native pines, spruce, balsam and 
cedar to grow into tall trees. For 
this reason they are unsuitable, as 
even with clipping they cannot re¬ 
tain a natural gruce and be kept 
within bounds. However, there are 
many suitable horticultural vari¬ 
eties, sufficiently hardy to grow as 
for north as the native cedar or 


International 
Wheat Pact 


(H.GJL. grange) 

The International Wheat Pact is 
still at this writing in the hands qf 
the U.S. Senate Advisory Commit- 
teee. It is reported that opposition 
to the Bill is growing, many Sen¬ 
ators and -Congressmen and others 
having expressed their opinion 
that the Pact is not in the inter¬ 
ests of U.S.A. farmers. Some fear, 
too, has been expressed as to what. 
Argentine, Russia and the Balkan 
States will do, these countries not 
being part ot the agreement. 
Should the Bill be passed out of 
the Senate Committee, then 'it has 
to receive two thirds of the votes 
of the Senate itself. If it receives 
these votes the Bill will pass. Be¬ 
ing classed as a foreign Treaty it 
is not necessary for the Pact to 
be considered by the Congress of 
the U.S.A. 

An official statement has Just 
been made by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture that the Pact would 
not affect the prices received by 
American farmers one way or the 
other, that if the price at Chicago 
registers more than $2.00, the max¬ 
imum of the Pact, it would simply 
mean that the U.S. Government 
would subsidize European buyers 
with the difference between the 
Chicago price and the $2.00. This, 
however, does not hold good for 
Canadian and Australian farmers 
who, under the Pact, would rece¬ 
ive only the maximum of $2.0Q.

I n cedars, botanically called included in the curriculum. 

Thuja, the columnar form can be 
used as a vertical line to break 
up broad wall spaces and frame 
doorways, or the low globular 
forms, the smallest of which is 
Little Gem, to plant on either side 
of the front doorstep. The Siberian 
cedar, Thuja Wereana, is a broad, 
conical form to fill out corners. 

For all-round usefullness the Jap¬ 
anese yew is hard to beat. It can 
be procured in upright growing or 
spreading form and as it stands 
clipping very well it can b'e used 
to produce a plant of any shape. 

It can be clipped into vertical col¬ 
umns and round mounds or allow¬ 
ed to sprawl beneath windows. It 
is even hardier than the Thujas 
and is* very tolerant of shade and 
smoke. 

Junipers provide a range of 
spreading forms—none bf the col¬ 
umnar ones is hardy—and a vari¬ 
ety of coloured foliages. Sabina is 
vase-shaped and dark green, a good 
filler to plant back of the lower 
growing Junipers such as sabina 
tamariscifolia, which forms a bright 
green layered mound and horizon- 
talis plumosa which is low," dense 
and flat tapped, turning purple 
in autumn. 

Where softer effects are desired, 
the thread-leaved cypress, Chamae- 
cyparis' filifera, makes a feathery 
high mound and the Mugho pine 
and Pfitzer’s juniper have more 
open texture than the forms named 
earlier. *■ 

A few evergreens at strategic 
points will in a few years give 
enough mass to the planting to 
blend the house and lot into a 
harmonious picture. ’’

Control'of water erosion is not 
always easy. Much can be done 
through correct Land Use and em¬ 
ploying proper cropping and tillage 
practices. Trash cover is an effec¬ 
tive weapon to combat water er¬ 
osion as it not only protects the 
surface but increases the absorp¬ 
tive capacity of the soil. Where 
water collects in small streams go¬ 
ing dqwn a slope, the best method 
of control is to’ remove that water 
in an orderly fashion so damage 
deos not result. In most cases, this 
can best be done through construc¬ 
tion of grassed waterways. 


GENERAL SIGNS AND SYMPTOMS OF FRACTURE 

1. Pain at of near seat of fracture. 

2. Loss of power in the limb. 

3. Swelling about the seat pi fracture. 

4. Deformity of the limb. The limb assumes an unnatural position, and is mis-shapen at the seat of 

fracture. , • , 

5. Irregularity of the bone.If the bone is close to the skin the fracture may be felt. 

GENERAL RULES FOR TREATMENT OF FRACTURES 

1. ‘Attend to the fracture on the spot. No matter now crowded the thoroughfare, or how short the distance 

to a mofe convenient 0 )r comfortable place, no attempt must be made to move the patient until the limb has 
been rendered as immovable as practicable by splints or other means of restraint,.unless life is in danger 
from some other cause. *•' • • „ 

2. When haemorrhage accompanies a fracture it must be attended to first, and the wound covered by a 
clean dressing. 

3. Steady and support the injured limb so that its further movement on the part of either the patient or 
the bystanders is prevented. 

4. With great care and without using force place the limb in as natural position as possible. The scope of 
the First-Aider in the treatment of fractures is not necessarily to set the fracture accurately, but to main¬ 
tain the broken ends in a fixed position so that they shall not cause further injury to the tissues around 
them. 

5. Apply splints, bandages and slings when necessary. The splints must be firm, and long enough to keep 
the joints immediately above and below the fractured bone at rest . Ample width is very desirable in a 
splint. A splint may be improvised from a broom or brush handle, piece of wood, paper firmely folded, or, in 
fact, anything that is firm, long and wide enough. When these are not available, the body itself may be used 
as a splint, and the upper limbs may be fixed in various Ways to it. The lower limbs may be fastened to. one 
another. A general method for dealing with any fracture of the upper limb is carefully to remove the coat if 
possible; straighten the limb by gentle and steady extension; bend the elbow and lay the limb against the 
chest with the hand just touching the opposite shoulder. The hand may be fixed in this position by a bandage 
looped round the wrist and tied around the neck, taking care that there is no constriction at the wrist. 
The limb is then bound firmly to the chest by a broad bandage or similar method, the coat replaced and 
buttoned over the fractured limb. This method may also be used for fractures of the shoulder-blade and 
collar-bone. In the lower limb, if no splinting facilities are avaiable extend the broken limb and tie the 
ankles and feet together with a figure-of-8 bandage. If padding is available, pad between the legs. Fasten 
the knees together with a broad bandage. Bandage above and below the fracture.

Because of the comparative iso¬ 
lation of most farms, an outbreak 
of lire is a terrifying experience to 
farm 'folk, and fire prevention is a 
constant thought in the farmer’s 
mind. At the same time there is 
consolation in the dictum of the 
Fire Marshall of Nova Scotia, who 
has made special studies of farm 
li res and their origin. He says 
“All fires start because of some¬ 
thing that we do or something we 
have neglected to do." A study 
of farm fires indicates that there 
are at least 13 common causes for 
fires in rural areas. They are: 
chimneys: of substandard construc¬ 
tion; sparks from dirty chimneys; 
smoke pipes and stoves installed 
without regard to radiation of 
heat; seasonal grass and brush 
fires; spontaneous ignition of hay 
through dumping badly cured hay; 
wornout shingle roofs; lighted lan¬ 
terns; mis-use of electrical equip¬ 
ment; threshing operations with 
gasoline power; gasoline vehicles 
stored in out-buildings; trepass by 


thieves and lightning. 

With regard to spontaneous ig¬ 
nition of hay, most farmers are 
very careful in harvesting and 
storing the hay crop, but one crop 
of badly cured hay is a continual 
menace. In lubricants spontaneous 
ignition does not occur, whether 
the lubricant is soaked in rags or 
not, but they burn fast when ig¬ 
nited. Grease, wax, and oils of 
vegetable origin when smeared or 
soaked in rags are definitely dan¬ 
gerous. The rags should not' be 
allowed to lie about. If they are not 
disposed of by burning, they should 
be washed. 

Gasoline has to be used, but 
care should be taken, because gas¬ 
oline under certain conditions is 
highly explosive. Ail filling 
operations should be done in day¬ 
light, and it is better to keep gas¬ 
oline in a stropg locked building 
remote from other " buildings. 
Plenty of ventilation at floor level 
and above is necessary. A gasoline 
container should never be over¬ 
filled. Gasoline expands and forces

four-cent stamp for surface will 
get air mail treatment if its deli¬ 
very to the public can thus be 
expedited. 

The blue seven-cent air mail 
stamp will continue to be sold 
through the post office for use on 
letters weighing more than an 
ounce. All air mail prepaid at aif 
mail rates will continue to go by 
air. „ 

For the moment, the service will 
appjy to the Trans-Canada Air 
Lines network, which operates 
from the Atlantic to Pacific coasts. 

Mallj to points served by “feed¬ 
er” air lines still will require post¬ 
age at the usual air mail rate. 
Otherwise it will be carried by 
TCA as far as possible, and then 
go by surface route to its final 
destination. 

Mr. Bertrand said the new ser¬ 
vice will be on "experimental” 
basis until the department can be 
maintained at “reasonable" cost 
and “with the desired degree of 
efficiency.” 

However, it was learned that the 
department has been experiment¬ 
ing with the service for several 
months, carrying ordinary letters 
between Montreal aq£ Toronto on 
air mail planes when space was 
available. , 

Mr. Bertrand also disclosed that 
the department plans to introduce 
“various improvements and exten¬ 
sions” in rural mail service. He 
did not say what these would be.

The 
field, too, must be isolated from ad¬ 
joining crops by natural barriers or 
by a cultivated strip. All machinery 
such as seeders, binders, combines, 
wagons or trucks, must be care¬ 
fully cleaned before being used to 


prevent contamination. 

Growers of registered seed send 
an application for crop inspection 
to the nearest District Supervisor, 
Plant Products Division, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, and an 
inspector visits the farm before 
harvesting.

istered tags which are attached to 
the bags of seed must he saved as 
the' numbers of them are used to 
establish the pedigree. Unless a 
start is made with registered seed 
the crop cannot be registered be¬ 
cause it loses its eligibility for re¬ 
gistration if it misses such recog¬ 
nition for a year. Information as 
to procedure for growing register¬ 
ed crops is contained In Booklet No 
6, published by the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, 251 Besserer 
Street, Ottawa, a copy of which is 
available on request. 

Actually the procedure for grow¬ 
ing registered crops and producing 
registered seed resolve* itself 
around the strict precautions 
which must be taken to prevent 
contamination ot.tfle crop and the 
seed. For instance. If registered 
wheat was sown in a field which, 
has produced commercial wheat 
the year before, the field will be 
turned down for registration, be¬ 
cause volunteer plants might come
